LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 15.-—The Re- 


publican state convention, aftar two 
long and weary aeaaiona, adjourned 
ehortly after midnight until 9 o'clock 
tomorrow. "While nothing more than 
organization and a few nominating 
speeches were accomplished, the reault 
ol the day's proceedings seemed to 
make certain the control oi the Bradley 
men, securing to the governor the in- 
dorsement of his state as a Presidential 
candidate, the adoption of a platform to 
his liking, containing a flat declaration 
for the gold standard, and ttie selection 
of delegates at large from this state 
favorable to him. There was a strong 
McKinley sentiment in the convention, 
•and the friends of the Ohioan were de- 
feated by a narrow margin on the vote 
on temporary organisation. After that 
the Bradley men had everything their 
own way. " 
The convention was called to order at 


2.35 p.m. by Hon. John \V. Yerkes, 
chairman of the state central commit- 
tee, who made a brief speech congratu- 
lating the Republicans upon tbe_ recent 
victories, paying an eloquent tribute to 
i 


Governor "Bradley, Major McKinley and 
i 


other leaders, and in conclusion placing : 
in nomination as the choice of the cen- 
tral committee for temporary chairman,- 
Judge Thomaa H. 'Morrow of Pulaski 
county.

The anti-Bradley men placed m nomi- 


nation George Denny Jr. of Lexington 
and a call of the roll by counties was or- 
dered. The call occupied over two hours 
and a half, during which time the hall 
was a scene of confusion. The vote re- 
sulted: Morrow 833 4-5, Benny 7421-5. 
Delegates aggregating 123 votes were 
passed because of contests. 


Judge Morrow in a ahort speech, in 


taking the chair, congratulated the Re- 
publicans of Kentucky on the progress 
they had made in the past three years. 
lie recalled the early days when he had 
to get out a search warrant to find his 
political associates in . this state; the 
hardships endured by those pioneers of 
Republicanism; their struggle against 
almost complete commercial an,d social 
ostracism, the gradual development .of 
the party organization m this state 
until now the Republicans politically 
own the state. (Oheera.) The 24,000 
votes cant for Abraham Lincoln had 
grown to 173,000 cast for Bradley.

OMAHA, April 15.—The state conven- 


tion of Nebraska Republicans fo select 
four delegates to the national conven- 
tion, convened hi Omaha tonight with 
1057 delegates present.

The first 
ripple of excitement was provoked when 
ar-Governor Crounse, one of Nebraska's 
pioneer Republicans, asked consent to 
introduce a resolution. It was granted. 
•When the secretary commenced reading 
?th,e instrument the storm broke. It 
•was intended aa a rebuke to Senator 
Thuraton for hia activity in the cam- 
-naiaa throughout tbe atate leading np to 
theelection of delegates. It recited that 
the senator had left his seat in the sen- 
ate and forgetting thn dignity of his 
Sfii office,dabbled in ward politics; 
>that he aspired to ba a dictator.and that 
if hie methods were to be adopted, the 
'Republicans o! the country should cease 
'.toSaimto represent-the voice of the 
.-neoDle. It compared him with individ- 
ual B in ancient and foreign history who 
have agsumed the roles of dictators; and 
concluded with an extended recitation, 
intended to ridicule Senator Thnrfiton.

Mr. Bingham, Republican of Penn- 


sylvania, presented the conference re- 
port on the legislative, executive and 
indicial 
appropriation bill and ex- 


plained, with reference to tbe para'- 
graphs to abolish the fee system in .the 
case of marshals, attorneys and United 
States commissioners, that the whole 
question had been ^referred to a joint 
committee of tbe judiciary committees 
of the two houses who were to consult 
with tbo attorney general and report to 
the conference committee. The senate, 
he said, had added $226,000 to the lumae 
bill, of which $59,000 had been disposed 
of by the house agreeing to $39,000, the 
senate yielding the balance. About 
$189,000 still remained in dispute. Of 
that amount $67,000 was for-tbe increase 
of the salary list of the senate employes 
and aa to this last ho predicted the 
house wonld have to yield. The record 
showed that the average cost of em- 
ployes to each member of the house will 
ie $939, while that of eacb member of 
:he senate waa $4483. Justice to tho 
house, he said,'required tUat these facts 
should be made notorious. 


Mr. Dockery, Democrat of Missouri,

No bill, in his 
opinion, was fraught with graver inter- 
est than this. The whole country waa 
united in favor of coast fortifications. 


Mr. -Livihgston, Democrat of Georgia, 


a member of the appropriations com- 
mittee, also favored the bill. 
He 


thought perhaps the great increase in 
the appropriations for fortifications, 
$11,500,000,'as against ^.OOO.OOO.'laat 
year, needed explanation in view of the 
fact that we are borrowing money at a 
heavy sacrifice to yay current expenses. 


"I'conRratulate my country," be con- 


tinued, "that it ie now 'conceded that 
McKinley will be the next Republican 
nominee, and that the A.P.A. will' beat 
him.

WASHINGTON, April IX—At the in

A lengthy discussion took place. Mr

fullest competition, ami be moved to re- 
cede from that provision of the bill giv- 
ing tbe contract for another year to the 
present contractor. 


Mr. Platt, Republican of Connecticut,

Tne one encourag- 
ing feature ol the situation is that the 
earnest and determined business men 
who compose the committee decline to 
concede that their efforts to rescue the 
raisin industry from the disaster which 
has fcefallen it under the commission 
eyalern shall prove a failure. They are 
inlly conscious of the vital importance 
to the producers and the entire business 
community of the undertaking in which 
they are engaged, and will continue to 
labor for its success so long as there ia a 
shadow of hope that the opposing ele- 
ments may be brought to see that it is 
better to concede something than to go 
forward as a disorganised mass to inev- 
itable ruin. 


In the meantime it is stated that the 


packers will go ahead with the oreani- 
zatton of a corporation under the exist- 
ing plan, leaving an opening for others 
to come in if desired, but with the pur- 
pose of securing the required percentage 
o! the output in any event. What it 
may be possible to accomplish in this 
way is a problem that only time can 
reive. 
Unuueitionably if a sufficient 


nnmbsr of the producers decide to in- 
dorse the plan of the committee by put- 
ting their crops into the hands of the 
new corporation the situation will be 
materially simplified and improved, for 
in that event competition in selling will 
be practically eliminated excepting be- 
tween the corporation aid the co-opera- 
tives, and there will be more hope of 
maintaining prices under eucb condi- 
tions than with the present uomber of 
competitors in the field. But nothing 
short o! absolute pooline under one 
management of all the packing interests 
will assure the result desiied, and to 
that end the energies of every grower 
and every bnsineM man should be di- 
rected.

Chamber of Commerce and the Finn- 
drerl Thousand Club, by whom this plan 
has been formulated, are composed of 
business men among whom packers are 
in a hopeless minority. They are vitally 
interested in the future ol the raisin 
business only as is, every other eitizen-of 
the lower Sau Jbaqnin valley. They 
know, aa do tbs rest ol us, that the 
prosperity of ue all is bound up to no 
alight extent in tbe future of the indus- 
try which nature has eaid should be 
prosperous here. Are we to suppose 
that they are foolish enough to forget 
the interest of tbe many (including 
themselves) for the presumed interest 
of a handful of packers? Such a sap- 
position io so absurd that it must bedis- 
iuisEed with the mere statement of it. 
Yet it is practically what the Exponent 
supposes. If the plan is in any respect 
defective, let it be amended, but in rea- 
son's uame let ua not continue the 
strangulation of tbe goose that lays our 
golden egcB. 


The amendment suggested by tbe Co 


operative Packers''Association seems to 
me to be in the nature of an improve 
merit. The reason ia clear: If the pro 
posed plan ia to meet with success, i 
must be approximately general in ita 
scope.

The preliminary examination of £d

Rev. Gillan waa first called to the 


ataud. He stated that about 3.30 a.m. 
he heard a noise on tbe first floor of the 
parsonage, the bedroom being located 
on the second floor. He sprang from 
hia bed in night apparel and quickly 
ran down the Btaire. It was very dark 
and he held his hands out before him in 
gropinz through the hallway. As he 
approached the dining room door his 
outstretched hands came in contact 
with some one. 


The parson could juat see the outline 


of a man and sprang for him aud caught 
him by the throat with one band and 
his right arm with the other and felled 
him to the floor and held him by the 
throat, expecting every moment to hear 
the crack of a pistol.
